The Trade Increase, 

Dealing with the statement of the 
Conservatives that the policy of the 
government in the years befere 189° 
was the cause of what measure of good 
times came to this Dominion Mr.

NOT EAST AND WEST 


Professor Allevn Ireland Delivers a 
Highly Interesting Address to 
Canadian Club, Enunciating Hs 
Theory of the Proper Mathod of 
Separating the Reces of the World. 


Mr. Allwyne Ireland, F.RGS., a 
close student of the immigration and 
colonization problems which confront 
the nation and races of every quarter 
of the globe, addressed the members 
of the Canadian club at luncheon at 
Cronn’s club cafe today on some 
phases of Asiatic immigration. 

Mr, Iveland’s address was marked 
by broad erudition, a wealth of prac- 
tical experiences and a clear enunci- 
ation of this subject. For twenty 
years he has looked into the question 
of Oriental immigration to the coun- 
tries within the British empire. In 
the course of his investigations he has 
travelled over a large portion of the 
globe and discussed the problem from 
every poséible view point. 

In rising to address the members 
of the Canadian club, Mr.Ireland said 
there seems to be a general misappre- 
hension as regards the far east. There 
is a tendency to lump all Asia to- 
gether anil to attribute to all the 
countries characteristics which may 
be applicable to only a few. Sosétrong 
has this prejudice been that it has 
been the rule to divide the world 
into east and west. This, in Mr. Ire- 
land’s opinion, is a faulty division, 
as he was prepared to show that there 
is just as high a state of civilization 
in some parts of the 6o-called east as 
there is in the west. For instance, 
both the cast and west have produced 
men of every class who have contri- 
buted to human advancement. 


Division is North and South. 
“The proper division would be 
north and south,” said Mr. Ireland. 


“Draw a line along the 30the degree of 
doth north and south latitude and 
you have a great tropical belt of 
which human history shows there has 
been no contribution’ to the advance 
of civilization. In this belt there is 
no rare of people that has been able 
to maintain its independence.” 

“The reason for this,” contipued the 
speaker, “is due to three considera- 
tions: (1) Civilization depends on 
geographical circumstances. So true 
is this that the world may be divided 
into two portions and the destiny of 
each determined, One portion is des- 
tined for self-government and the 
other haa not the least semblance of 
it, although it may be reported to be 
the case. There is a radical differ- 
ence in the character of the destiny 
which may be expected from the two 
domains, 

No Inclination to Work. 

“The native of the one approaches 
life from a different standpoint. He 
has no inclination to work and in 
this respect his character is fixed. 
Neither ttime nor necessity seems to 
be able to change it. This means a 
lack of economic development in 
this tropical belt. The industries car- 
ried on in this area are captained by 
others beyond the zone.” 

The point which Mr. Ireland chose 
make of this academie discourse 
was to form a basis of determining 
to what exten alien races are. detri- 
mental to a country like Canada. He 
pointed out that Japan, China and 
Northern India are north of the 30th 
degree limit and therefore are entit- 
led to be considerable capable of su- 
perior civilization than natives of the 
tropical belt. The Japanese and 
Chinese can measure up to the sten- 
dard of industry and canto not be 
discredited on that e6core, In these 
respects Mr. Ireland saw no walid 
reason for excluding Asiatic race from 
countries. of advanced civil.zation, 
Objection to Asiatic Alien.

“There are, of course,” said Mr. 
Ireland, “the more particular vb- 
jections that ure raised against 
the Asiatic alien, He _ represents 
the lowest class of jubor 
and a lower standard of living. 


It is to be remembered, however, that 
the Asiatic will work for just what the 
white man js willing to give, and that 
ii it is a disgrace for the alien to 
work so cheaply it is also a disgrace

NEGLECTED THE LIGHTS. 


Fatal Train Wreck Out of Toledo Due 
to This Cause. 


Toledo, Ohio, Oct. 1—When a north- 
bound, fast freight or the Ohio Cen- 
tral railway crashed into a heavily 
loaded special, carrying passengers 
from the Bowling Green fair to Tol- 
edo and way points, this afternoon, 
six young men were killed and sev- 
eral persons seriously wounded. The 
accident occurred about 8 o'clock 
near Sugar Ridge, a short distance 
out of Bowling Green. According to 
the story told by the crew of the 
freight and Everett M. Cooke, of Tol- 
edo, two old coaches were put on to 
the rear of the special train at Bow- 
ling Green. These coaches not only 
did not have rear lights, but were not 
lighted inside. The train was run- 
ning slow to allow the conductor to 
collect the fares. 

The freight crew failed to see the 
passenger because of the lack of lights 
and crashed into it. The rear car 
was completely telescoped and the 
next smashed. A heavily loaded third 
car was Cerailed and the impact jam- 
med the first car clear upon top of 
the tender. 

Four dead bodies have been taken 
irom the wreckage and the other two 
are still buried and unidentified as 
vet. Owing to the location of the 
wreck and the distance from Toledo, 
it is difficult to get details. The ex- 
act number injured is not known. The 
only names of the dead obtained so 
far are: Richard Rideout and Joe Goa- 
ler, of Sugar Ridge. A man named 
tjtonebridge, of Dunbridge, died of 
his wounds after being taken from the 
wreckage. J. F. MeCoy, of Toledo, 
and J. C. Boyd, of Hast Toledo, are 
among the more seriously injured,

Anyone observing conditions closely 
ly must be impressed with the fact that 
at the present time many new comers te 
the West are following vague political 
impressions of one sort 
without arriving at any settled 
tion. 

During recent years, the majority of 
Tinglish speaking settiers of reading hab- 
its have placed Sir Wilfrid Laurier with 
those premiers associated with the best 
traditions of the British race. Their early 
days in the country, however, are for the 
most part periods of buffeting, by first 
one impression and the other to this and 
that side of the political field. 

The constant repetition of charges of 
graft and self seeking against those in 
power, fits in well with the natural first 
jar of strange and 
ronndings. 

Then there is the purely political para- 
site striving by any means to compel at- 
tention from the party in power, he is 
always with us, and as a seeming factor

A further determining factor at this 
stage is the presence of so many in the 
lactive political lists with no apparent re- 
straing principle, but blatantly acting on 
either side on the plan of “Every man 
for himself and the Devil take the hind- 
most.” These factors, most unjustly, 
work against the party in power, as re- 
presenting the dominant political influ- 
ence of the time. Whereas, every exploit 
ed feature of the present position would 
exist under any party holding power in 
Canada at the present time, 

Any sort of intimate knowledge of the 
hopes and fears of so many of those at 
present in opposition, and most actively 
working for the downfall of the present 
government discloses them to be so ob 
viously waiting for an opportunity to 
get beth hands on some good thing—any- 
thing—overything possible that to rccept 
them is to accept fally the supposed con- 
ditions they themselves deplore, 
ceemingly so strenuously oppose. 

There is “a lot of human nature ‘n 
man,” and it is this phase of the thing 
that rings out most persistently, as 
though a violent hankering after many 
d4hings, had deluded their vain fancies. 

The present line of Ame’s criticism is 
the very easiest possible, and is made 
very artistically, wholly snegestive. But 
in this reservation probably lies the 
whole truth of the question. 

He does not believe himse!f that min- 
isters have even condoned any offense, 
which is the only point he could possibly 
make, it can only be, therefore, that he 
pins his faith to the well known fact, 
that in the case of any suggestion of the 
sort he implies, the average man takes 
the worst view possible. If he has not 
satisied himself that there is nothing 
mcre in it than the possibility he has 
grasped, why this satisfaction with the 
apparent exposure of a suggested rotten- 
ness? Surely he should have reached a 
final aye or nay on the question for him, 
self, and express it honestly and fear- 
lessly. 

This leads to the conclusion that the 
end and aim of the whole thing is its ‘n- 
completeness, and a faith in its merely 
baneful influence. 

To have said more as he knew the 
facts, would have rendered of no value 
what he had already said or suggested. 

The one thing really clear is the trans- 
parency of his motive. In that I would

Climax to His Ontario Tour Reached British colony convened here 


in This Staunch Liberal

Russell, Ont,, Oct, 1.—Premier Lau- 
rier’s tOur of Ontario could searcely 
have had a more fitting climax than 
the meeting here this afternoon.

the Premier was but emphasizing and 
accentuating what his progress from 
riding to riding has so strikingly il- 
lustrated, that he is the leader not 
merely of a party, but the revered re- 
presentutive of nationalities, 
classes and creeds. Apart from this 
feature the gathering of the Russell 
County Liberals had the additional 
interest that it marked the acceptance 
of Mr. Chas, Murphy, the new secre- 
tary of state, as a candidate for a seat 
in Parliament, The Liberals of the 
county, had already nominated Geo. 
McLaurin as their standard-bearer,

but with the appointment of Mr. 
Murphy to succeed Hon, Mr. Scott, 
the suggestion was made that Mr. 


McLaurin would retire in favor of the 
new cabinet minister and this sugges- 
tion he generously acceded to, 
Sir Wilfrid Enthusiastically Received. 
To-day’s meeting was arranged for 
the purpose of ratifying Mr. McLaur- 
in’s offer and the harmony which pre- 
vailed was an eloquent, tribute to fhe 
spirit of true Liberalism and to the 
unselfishness cf the retiring candid- 
ate. Sir Wilfrid was enthusiastically 
received and before commeteing his 
speech had to acknowledge an address 
presented by Mr, D, McArthur on be- 
half of the local Liberals and the 
presentation of bouquets of flowers by 
two little girls. His first words wer 
of thanks to Mr. Geo, McLaurin for 
the noble stand he hal taken.

FIRES MAKE EMPLOYMENT, 


Reasons for Incendiary Origin of Wis- 
consin Forest Fires. 


Eau Claire, Wis., Oct. 2—Were the 
forest fires in the northern part of 
Wisconsin, which destroyed many 
thousands of dotlars worth of timber 
and other property, and which were 
responsible for several lives being lost, 
of incendiary origin? Lumber jacks 
who returned from the forest ,firea 
make the assertion and claim that the 
fires were started in the timber by the 
employees of some of the logging 
companies that the men might get 
some employment this winter. 

It is stated that some of the biggest 
logging concerns operating in Wiscon- 
sin had decided not to log thie winter 
The decision, if put into effect, would 
bave thrown hundreds out of em- 
ployment. Now that the fires have 
swept the forest, the companies will 
be compelled to log to save the tim- 
ber and loggers will have to work all 
winter, The forest tires do not de- 
stroy the big trees, simply “burning 
the roots and killing the tree. In order 
to preserve the timber in the dead 
tree, however, it has to be logged as 
soon as possible after the fire sweeps

FOSTER STAYS WHILE BORDEN 
REMAINS. 

Self-respecting Conservatives who 
had hoped that Mr. Borden's public 
avoidance of Hon. George E. Foster 
meant that the party was to be rebiey- 
ed ct this gentleman and his record 
have been speedily undeceived by no 
lesa authority than the leader him- 
self. Mr, Foster was not among those 
present at Mr. Borden's Toronto meet- 
ing. His absence was explained by 
another meeting having been arrang- 
ed for him somewhere else, Leat, 
however, anyone should think a cold- 
neés had grown up between them, 
Mr. Borden hastened to reassure his 
hearers that Mr, Foster was an honor- 
“able man, attacked the Royal Ineur- 
ance Commission vigorously, but 
wound up somewhat unfortunately by 
congratulating himself that the Com 
mission had not found him tangled up 
in any of the “land deals’ which had 
put Mr. Foster so much in need of de- 
fence, 


This whitewashing of Mr. Foster 
was purely gratuitous. Mr. Borden 
had already said as much for his lieu. 
tenant as friendship required, and the 
circumstances suggested, and a great 
deal more than the welfare of | the 
party he leads warranted him in say- 
ing. He had defended, or tried to de- 
fend, Mr. Foster in the House and 
out of it, had jockied his Parliament- 
ary followers into having to either de- 
fend him or refuse to do 80, had call- 
ed on the party at large to fall to at 
the business of furbishing up his be- 
spattered reputation. All of which 
waa very loyal to Mr, Foster though 
very foolish for the party leader, He 
had gone already farther than prud- 
ence—no doubt farther than his own 
prudence—told him to go, and was 
surely under no compunction to ¢o 
farther, 

Yet.we are told by the admiring 
Mail aud Eimpire that: “Hon, Georg: 
“E. Foster, who was addressing a 
“meeting elsewhere, was the only ab- 
“‘sentee, and thereby hung the most 
“dramatic incident of the evening, for 
“though absent, Mr.. Foster was cer- 
“tainly. not forgotien. Mr. Borden 
“took up the cudgels in his behali 
“againet the Globe’s underhanded and 
“‘sourrilous attack on the member for 
“North Toronto, and swept away any 
“shred of doubt which might have ex- 
“isted as tothe value placed by the 
“Conservative leader on the services 
“of his much-prized and taithful lieu. 
“tenant.” 


We can readily believe that though 
absent, Mr, Foster was “not lorgot- 
ten.” There is no immediate danger 
of Mr. Foster being forgotten by the 
party which has had to become re- 
sponsible for him, He is the unbid- 
den guest at every rally, the uninvit- 
ed figure on every platform, Mr, Bor- 
den may leave h'm at home or seud 
him elsewhere to talk, but all the 
sume the men who listen to the voice 
of Borden are gazing at the vision of 
Foster, My, Foster with his meth- 
oils, his record and his associates, 
is the millstone about Mr. Borden's 
neck, and there is no danger of either 
that gentleman or his auditors for- 
getting the fact, 

And no doubt the allusion to the 
gentleman was a “dramatic incident.” 
His whole connection with the Oppo- 
bition has been dramatic, except when 
it developed into tragedy or descend- 
ed into comedy, Tho spectacle of the 
leader witnessing to the probity ol 
Mr, Foster and the value he placed 
on his “iaithful” services sinacks of 
ali three. To the men who would 
support and shout for auyone whe 
pronounced the shibboleth and wore 
the tag it may have been dramatic; 
to those who know the “faithful ser-

IMPROVED BLOCK PAVING. 

William H. Harvey, of the Domin- 
ion Carbolineum Works, who was in 
Edmonton last year in connection with 
the contract of his company for pav- 
ing certain streets in Edmonton with 
carbolineum blocks, has recently been 
granted a patent for an improved sys- 
tem of wood block paving. This in- 
vention is designed to anchor or tie 
the wood blocks to the foundation or 
bed whereby the upward creeping of 
the individual blocks above the gen- 
eral gurface of the road is prevented, 
The invention comprises principally 
a cushion strip of tarred felt, upon 
which the blocks are laid, and which 
is carried up between each transverse 
row. As the underlying felt is ‘float- 
ed” with an adherent layer of tar 
and asphalt, which material is also 
grouted between the seams, the blocks 
are Virtually cemented between two 
felt bonds, which are themselves ce- 
mented to the foundation
